CANCELS ENGAGEMENT | 
TO SPEAK TO LEGION * 


Former Judge Landis a 
Stirs Legionaires With ~ 


Approval of Adjusted 
Compensation Efforts.

New Orleans, October 18.—Colonel 
Charles R. Forbes, director of the 
United States veterans’ bureau, who 
was invited here as the guest of the 
American Legion, has packed his 
gripS and left for his home in high 
dudgeon, taking with him members 
of his staff. 

Before he left, Forbes canceled an 
engagement he had to speak before 
the convention of the legion, and 
wrote a letter to Commander Mac- 
Nider explaining his reasons for de- 
parture. Forbes said, in effedt, that 
he resented the accusation that he 
had been sent here by the administra- 
tion to suppress criticism and “play 
politics.” The charge was made by 
William F. Deegan, of New York, 
candidate for national commander of 
the legion. 

Reports were circulated that Presi- 
dent Harding had recalled Forbes be- 
cause he had “muddled” the adminis- 
tration program. But friends of 
Forbes insisted he was. angered by the 
criticisms leveled at him, and that he 
had come here at the invitation of 
the legion to help work out a rehabil- 
itation program. 

Talked to President. 


Forbes and President Harding held 
a long-distance conversation before he 
left and discussed the situation. Per- 
sons who heard the conversation in- 


sist that the president told Forbes to 
do what he thought best. 

What part the administration nas 
had in the convention is not clear. 
Bat one thing is certdin—conservative 
elements of the legion are in control, 
and the administration will not come 
in for criticism.

A reply had been sent to the im- 
perial chancellor to the effect that 
my decision must first be carefully 
weighed and formulated, after which 
it- would be transmitted to the chan- 
cellor.

The logical time to ‘take soup, if 
at all, is at the beginning of a meal. 

, When soup is thick and contains 
pieces of meat and perhaps vegetables, 
then it becomes a highly nutritious 
article, of course. arious concen- 
trated preparations are used for the 
extemporaneous preparation of soup 
broth or bouillon, of a flavor pleas- 
ing to some palates, but such soup 
neither relieves fatigue nor nourishes 
in the slightest degree; in fact, the 
material is chiefly salt, so the beyer- 
age is in effect highly salted and pep- 
pered hot water with a flavoring of 
meat extractives. Tht nutritious 
matter of meat cannot be dissolved in 
water, hot or cold. . 

Tomato soup, as purchased in cans, 
has about the same nutritive value as 
clam chowder and mock turtle soup— 
some 180 calories to the pound. Chick- 
en soup yields about 100 calories to the 
pound, pea soup 235 calories, beef soup 
120 calories, bouillon only 50 eal- 


nourished in general soup is an ex- 
cellent item of diet, The cheaper cuts 
of meat may be economically used for 
making soup. A school child’s lunch 
may well consist of nothing else than 
a8 many vegetables as posible and a 
fair amount of fat floating on the sur- 
face, together with some bread.

“During the year 1921 the question 
of a national park was presented to 
you through the press, through the ex- 
ecutive board of the federation in reso- 
lutions adopted by the board and ad- 
dressed to Colonel Greely, forest serv- 
ice, asking for consideration of a ha- 
tional park or its equivalent chosen 
from some part of the forest service 
reservation in Georgia. Your president 
in her message spoke of a national park 
and the matter was brought before you 
at your last convention by Mrs. Albert 
Thornton, president of the Atlanta 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

“The forest tour originated by The 
Atlanta Constitution delighted your 
chairman. It was a great forward 
movement and has brought before the 
federation and the people of Georgia 
the great possibilities for a mountain 
playground in our Gtorgia land. It 
was in the power of The Constitution 
and the state highway department tv 
do more in promoting the interest of 
this playground movement than was 


At-| possible for the state federation, but 


your chairman of natural resources, 
with whom Mrs, Albert Thornton, of 
the Atlanta City Federation, heartily 
co-operated, worked with much Zeal for 
securing a playground in the Georgia 
mountains. 

“As the enterprise progressed a na- 
tional park, strictly so-called, requir- 
ing an act of congress with all the un- 
certainties and difficulties connected 
with getting through such a bill seem- 
ed more doubtful of obtainment than 
securing a recreational - playgrou 
dedicated to such use by the for 
service within the Cherokee and Naw. 
tahala forest reservation. 

“It gives me great pleasure to quote 
from a recent letter to your chairman 
written by F. W. Reed, of Washing- 
ton, district forester, regarding the 
dedication of some portion of the above 
forest reservation for recreational pur- 
poses. 

“*You may rest assured that the 
project is by no means being neglected 
or delayed by the forest service; we are 
working earnestly on all phases of it.’ 

“T have reports from only a few of 
the distriets, but these reports are so 
good that I give each as much space as 
the law allows, more in fact, because I

Senatobia, Miss., 
sissippi’s junior senator, Pat Harri- 
son, delivered a strong speéch here to 
an audience of 2,500. Senator Harri- 
son flayed the republican party from 
every angle. He stated flatly that Pres- 
ident Harding was a miserable failure 
as president and that his “stay: at 
home policy” was bringing ruin and 
destruction to the United States.

A general return of confidence in 
the Solidarity of business conditisns 
despite the poor state of the cotton 
crop in some sections of Georgia is 
seen by George E. Nolan, president of 
the Miami National bank, of Miami, 
F'la., who is in Atlanta on nis vaca- 
tion.

In addition, we 
are expecting a record tourist season, 
due to the coal shortage and the ex- 
tensive publicity given Florida in gen- 
eral and Miami in particular.” 

Mr. Noland explained that this is 
his first visit to Georgia in two years, 
adding that in some sections the cot-

“In spite of this, however,” he 
stated, “I find that the morale of the 
people isstronger since they have 
been shown that cotton, under proper 
attention, can be raised in spite of 
the weevil.
